It was the Spartan instinct of ancient times. Pick-up games were the only 
athletic programs. No organized conferences were in vogue. Hut just one day 
in every year each school in ihe County matched brawn and brain in spirited 
ompetition. The principals sponsored and planned the meet as a yearly event 
rn the educational calendar. They. too. realized the value of this one day out 
of doors. It was something big all the way around- from student to director. 
Many students who are attending district schools can tap their athletic- 
minded fathers for stories on tim traditional meet. In several instances they 
will find that they may have ran or competed in the broad Jump or some other j 
vent. Thev'll spin yarns of the big school star w ho swept medals in nearly j 
•very phase of competition. Their brothers §nd sisters will also tell themj 
about the Bucks County Meet. 
It started back in the old days at George School. Classes ranged from 
A and B high schools all the way down to I) grade representatives. Bit by bit 
hey began chopping. By a process of elimination they streamlined the meet.
